Leaving out fair tim e ami Old S et­ 
tlers’ Day, the Rush 
county 
fair 
grounds 
today 
assumed ab out the 
liveliest appearance that it has for some 
considerab le time. 
The occasion was 
the annual reunions of the Innis, Bell 
and W illiams fam ilies, all of whom 
chose the fair grounds as a meeting 
place. 
The Innis reunion was attended b y 
110 memb ers of the fam ily or their 
friends. 
The 
fam ily chose the old 
W alker dining b all as its hcadquar 
ters. 
People were present from T ip­ 
ton county, Clinton county, Marion 
and Bush counties. 
The president ot 
the association is Pprry T. Innis, of 
M ilroy, 
and the secretary is 
Miss 
Erm a Richey. 
A b ig b asket dinner was served at 
noon. 
Of all the fam ilies gathered in re­ 
union at the fairgrou n d s tod ay,-the 
Innis fam ily j> o h k o k s c s jierhaps the most 
interesting history. 
The word Innis sig nifies “ littlo is­ 
lan d " and would indicate that the 
fam ily originally was an island peo 
pie. 
The fam ily had its origin in a 
dis r < t of Argy c b ite, in West Scot­ 
land ami it was then known as the 
luiiis clan. 
The founder was Francis 
Innis. 
He ami his fam ily caiue to 
America in 1740 and settled in the 
Tuscarora Valley 
in 
Pennsylvania. 
They entered land at a ]H)iut ab out 
one mile south of the present town ot 
McCoysville. 
In 
1750, 
the 
entire 
fam ily was taken captive b y Chief 
Beaver King and his hand of Indians. 
The children, Jane, 
N athaniel and 
Mary wore separated from their par 
eutsand Mary was drowned b y the In 
dians b ecause of her tender years ami 
the troub le she made for the savages. 
The father, b ecause he refused 
to 
work on Sunday 
was made to " ru n 
the gau n tlet" hut he lived through 
the ordeal, 
lb * was then sentenced to 
he b urned at the take for some trivial 
offense. 
He had b een chained to the 
post ami the 
lire started, when a 
Frenchm an purchased him from the 
Idniutis. 
He was taken to Canada, 
where he repaid the Frenchm an for 
b uying his freedom. 
The father then 
found his wife at Montreal, Canada, 
where she had succeeded in making 
her way. 
it was at M ontreal 
that 
James, 
the 
descendants of whom 
gat terod at the fair ground today, was 
horn. 
N athaniel, the other son, was 
returned to his parents, hut he had 
assumed the m anner ami hab its of the 
Indians and preferred to live as such. 
Jam es grew up and was a patriot 
soldier during the Revolutionary war, 
serving under 
General Wayne. 
He 
was twice m arried, his first w ife b eing 
Anne Arb uckle. 
To them were horn, 
James, John (grandfather of Samuel 
Innis, of this city) Alexander (grand­ 
father of Rob ert A. Innis, of this 
city), 
N athaniel, 
Joseph, 
Frank. 
Anne, W illiam and Elizab eth.. 
Mrs 
Reb ekah Arb uckle, west of this city, 
is a descendant of Joseph Innis. 
W. W. luiiis, of Tipton, is w riting 
a history of the fam ily for pub lica­ 
tion. 
He read w hat he has thus far 
prepared, b efore the gathering this 
af ternoon.

former was horn June 0th, 1785, in the 
m ountains of Tennessee. 
He m arried 
M argaret Anne Arnold in 1808. 
Two 
children, 
Nancy, 
afterw ard 
Mrs. 
Heaton, and W illiam, were b orn to 
them in Tennessee. 
In 
1813 
Isaac 
b rought his fam ily to Indiana and 
settled in 
Franklin 
county, where 
another son, John, wasjb orn. 
In 18111, 
the parents removed to Nob le tow n­ 
ship, this county, where they died, and 
where their descendants have grown 
to b e influential and prosperous farm ­ 
ers. 
The old home place is located 
one mile north of New Salem. 
Isa a c 
Williams died Septemb er 0th, 1853, 
and his W'ife died 
Septemb er loth, 
1871, while she was in her eighty-third 
year.

THE BELL FAMILY. 
The Bell fam ily chose as its head- 
quaiters A^ricu tn ral Hall. 
In J all 
ab out seventy five were present. 
The 
president of the association is Bert 
Bell, of O onnersville; vice president 
is Will H. M cM illin, of this county, 
and the 
secretary 
is Miss Maggie 
Boyd, of Indianapolis. 
Those who gathered at this reunion 
today are descended from John and 
M argaret Bell. 
The form er was b orn 
in Kentucky in 1803 andj the latter 
was b orn in North Carolina, the exact 
date of her b irth not Jb eing definitely 
known. 
John Bell and his wife were m ar­ 
ried in 1 8 2 8, in Union county, Ind. 
They removed to Center township, this 
county, whore they made their ]» er- 
maneiit residence. 
Eleven 
children 
were horn to them, five of whom arc 
still 
living. 
Those 
children 
b ore 
doub le names and their parents al 
ways addressed them b y fb oth. 
They 
are: Hugh W ashington, John M adi­ 
son, M alinda Jane (afterw ards Mrs.

Three generations of the Bell fam ily 
were present at 'the reunion today.

In an interview pub lished in an In- 
dianapolis paper, Congressman W at­ 
son, who is one of Mrs. B ankert’s a t­ 
torneys, and who is now in New York 
City, speaks as follows of the defend­ 
a n t’s side of the tragedy*: 
"A b out ten davs prior to the fateful 
S atu rd ay," said Mr. Watson, "M r. 
Stami>er 
W hite, of 
Glen wood, 
on 
whose farm the B ankert’s had lived 
for thirteen years b efore moving to 
their present place last March, paid a 
visit to the Bankerts. 
He had never 
seen their new place, so Mr. Bankert 
not b eing home, Mrs. Bankert and 
her two b oys took their old friend for 
a trip over the land. 
They visited 
the hog pen, looked at the cows, in ­ 
spected the corn ami finally sat down 
for a short rest at the edge of a melon 
patch. 
"M eanw hile, Mr. Bankert had re­ 
turned home, 
heard of Mr. W hite’s 
presence and set out to find his wife 
and friend. 
He saw them first as they 
were approaching the melon patch. 
But he saw som ething else at the 
same 
tim e—som ething that ha« l no 
place in the picture. 
"A man was following Mrs. Bank­ 
er! and Mr. W hite—a man who dodge« ! 
b ehind trees, skulked b elow a hedge, 
wormed his way through swales in the 
ground and ran across the open places. 
This man was Cook, his hired hand. 
"W hen Mr. White left for his home 
that evening. Bankert sought Cook 
and demanded to know why he was 
shadowing his (Bankert**) wife Cook 
gave as excuse his 
desire to learn 
whether Mr. W hite wouht tell Mrs. 
Hank« irt of his (Cook’s) discharge hv 
a farm er now located on Mr. W hite’s 
land. 
Drunkenness 
hatl 
b een the 
•anse, b ut Cook claimed this a sland­ 
er. 
He wanted 
to know, he said, 
w hether Mr. White was a ]>arty to 
such gossip. 
"O ther than some glances detected 
b y lM» th Mr. Bankert ami his wife, 
this was the first intim ation they had 
of any serious malefic design on the 
part of Cook toward Mrs. 
Bankert. 
Th« > husb and, 
knowing Cook’s b att 
record, 
b ecame 
uneasy. 
His wife, 
however, said she « lid not tear, any­ 
way she was ab le to take care of her­ 
self. 
"A day or two later word reached 
the Bankerts that Cook was circu lat­ 
ing in Glen woo« I a scandalous story 
ab out himself ami Mrs. Bankert. 
This 
was to the effect that Bankert had 
dis-oveiel 
him 
(Cookf 
in 
the 
Bankert house » « « ated oil Mrs. 
Bank- 
e rt’s lap, and had iuimetliateiy pro-1 
ceeded to kick b oth off the premises. 
"T his 
story weighed 
so 
on the 
j 
i Bankerts’ miud£ that they went to 


passed the J. M. & I. railroad station 
on her way home he accosted her, b ut 
she paid no attention to w hat he said. 
” Saturday afternoon, a « lay or two 
after this episode, Cook came to Rusb - 
| ville, drank a goo« i deal of liquor and 
| told everyb ody he m et that lie had an 
j engagement at 
3 p. m. w ith Mrs. 
Bankert. 
This was a b old untruth. 
He also exhib ited letters puri>orting 
to have b een w ritten to him b y her. 
These were Mrs. Bakert’s 
letters, 
alright, b ut they had not b een w ritten 
to Cook 
He ha« l stolen them, as well 
as Mrs. B ankert’» photo and was care­ 
ful to only exhib it their signature. 
This was a scheme for character de­ 
fam ation clearly b orn of the m an’s 
moral depravity. 
"F in a lly that afternooon lie went 
to the Bankert home and to his death. 
The story of the 
insult and the 
shooting told b y Mrs. Bankert is co­ 
herent. 
The only mystery is that of 
the razor, anti this one is of im por­ 
tance. 
- 
"M v client swears to me as one of 
her lawyers, as one from whom noth­ 
ing should b e hidden that she did not 
use the razor and does not know how 
Cook was cut, unless it was b y ac­ 
cident when he fell. 
"T he defense w ill have a strong 
case. 
We w ill prove Cook to have 
b een of the lowest moral type and of 
crim inal inclination; we w ill prove 
that his desires toward Mrs. Bankert 
were not encouraged on her part— 
were b red only in his vicious im agina­ 
tion ; we w ill prove that he attem p­ 
ted an assault on our client, threat­ 
ening 
her anti her household w ith 
death ; we will prove that her act of 
taking his life was in defense of her 
honor and her j*» rson."

Alb ert- Loftier, a highly esteemed 
young man of Andersonville, dropi>ed 
to tlie floor of his b arn, Tuesday even­ 
ing, in a critical condition from h« *art 
troub le, ami it is not- known how 
long he lay there in death’s agony, 
hut he died shortly after he was dis- 
covere« ! b y his friends. 
Young Loftier was a gardeuer, and 
having finished a hard day’s work in 
his straw b erry 
patch, he started to 
the b arn to put away some tools which 
he had b een working w ith, where it 
seem that he was stricken into an u n ­ 
conscious condition. 
At lcsat, he did 
not come out of the b arn again, am! his 
friends, fearing that some calam ity 
hail overtaken him, went to the b arn 
onlv to see Loftier m aking his last 
tight for life. 
As has b een stated 
young Loftier 
was a gardener, and he ha« l wort's of 
friends who learn of his 
untim ely 
death with sorrow.
